CHICAGO, July 17.— (AP) — 
The 15-day-old heat wave softened 
its punches today but not for the 


| corn belt. 


That fertile farm sector saw ad- 
ditional millions of bushels burned 
from its expectable yield as tem- 
peratures rose again.as high as 112 
degrees at Mitchell, S. D., and un- 
Officially to 116 degrees elsewhere 
in the state. 

A half dozen other states of the 
area were counted once more in 
the “100-plus’’ oven belt. 

No general relief was sighted by 
central weather bureau forecasters, 
but they held out hopes of “show 
ers and cooler’ for the northern 
tier of central states from North 
Dakota east to the western part of 
upper Michigan. 

Fatalities Take Drop. 

Fatalities, attributed to the heat, 
took a big drop. Less than 60 were 
added during the day, couwpared with 
a nearly 300 daily average for the 
heat wave’s stay. The new total was 
4,419. 

Fears for corn’s outcome magnified 
as it approached the end of another 
week of its critical period. Charles D, 
Reed, federal meterologist in Iowa, 
estimated the yield loss was averaging 
10,000,000 bushel a day now. 

On the Chicago Board of Trade, 
corn was king. It rose the four-cent 
daily permissible limit at the opening 
of trading and closed near that figure 
despite heavy profit-taking. The final 
prices were 92 3-4 to 92 7-8 for July, 
the highest quotation in more than a 
year. Wheat was lower.

MEETING OF DIRECTORS

tive California delegates were starting 
action to oust Dr. Townsend and his 
directors and throw the organization 
into receivership. ' 

The suit was started by Rev. Al- 
fred J. Wright, ousted Townsend 
northern Ohio manager, and three 
delegates to the national convention 
from California. They also asked an 
accounting of all Townsend funds in 
excess of $1,000,000 and impounding 
of books and records. 

Named defendants besides Dr. 
Townsend were Rev. Gerald L. K. 
Smith, heir to Huey P. Long’s share- 
our-wealth organization, and Direc- 
tors John B. Kiefer, Dr. Clinton Wun- 
der, Baxter F. Rankine, Frank A. 
Arbuckle, Gimour Young and Roberts. 

Rev. Wright was ousted after 'e ap- 
peared before a congressional investi- 
gating committee. 

Gomer Smith Fight. 


In line with this new policy of 
sweetness and light, Townsend granted 
a stay of execution to Gomer Smith, 
of Oklahoma, vice president of the 
Townsend organization, whose head 
was supposed to have been chopped off 
today because of a speech he made 
yesterday. 


Smith, who defended President 
Roosevelt and criticized the Rey. Ger- 
ald L. K. Smith, a rising star in the 
Townsend movement, announced they 
wold have to kick him out; that he 
would never resign. 


“I am still vice president of this 
organization,” Gomer Smith said, ‘“‘l 
am still a delegate to this convention. 
I am going to take my seat in this 
convention and see what happens.” 

Townsend insisted Gomer Smith was 
going to the chopping block, but that 
the ceremony had been postponed, It 
may not be performed until after the 
delegates have scattered and the 
Townsendites are no longer in the 
hot light of national publicity. 

Peace Is Assured 

Once that course of action had been 
agreed upon, the Townsend leaders 
took out some insurance against hav- 
ing any more public fights. They 
passed a resolution making it out of 
order for anyone to offer a motion 
calling on the convention to indorse 
any political party or presidential 
candidate. No political opinions of any 
kind were to be offered from the 
platform; that the Townsendites called 
“free speech day” was over. 

The only breach of that agree- 
ment came when telegrams from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Governor Alf M. 
Landon—declining invitations to ad- 
dress the convention—were read. 


“Boo, boo,” was heard in the con- 
fusion, Chairman Frank Arbuckle tm- 
mediately tried to gavel the sound out 
of existence. 


Tonight Norman Thomas, socialist 
candidate for president, accepted an 
invitation to speak tomorrow. A wire 
from the communist party, demand- 
ing that»Earl Browder, its presiden- 
tial nominee, who was not .included 
in the original invitation, be asked to 
speak was received. Leaders said there 
was no chance that such an invitation 
would be issued. 

Tomorrow the platform committee 
will bring in its report, but today 
there was little official business trans- 
acted except the introduction of can- 
didates to congress who have been in- 
dorsed by the Townsend movement. 
There was a 100-foot line of them. 
They all had a good word to say 
for Townsend and for old age pen- 
sions.

Her face 
was horribly mutilated. 

“T was stunned. I turned back into 
the hall and saw Mr. Lasch (Harry 
Lasch, the hotel carpenter). I said 
‘Look what they’ve done to her.’ He 
looked in the door, and then we went 
to call the hotel management.” ,

‘We Will Eliminate Profits of War,’ 
French Premier Blum Tells Nation 


PARIS, July 17.—(UP)—Premier 
Leon Blum, head of France's popular 
front government, promised tonight to 
settle accounts with profiteering capi- 
talists. 

In a broadcast appeal to the nation 
after the Chamber of Deputies, voting 
to nationalize the French arms indus- 
try, gave Blum’s government its larg- 
est parliamentary majority yet, the 
premier said of the capitalists: 

“We don’t need them. We don’t 
want them.” 

The Chamber of Deputies voted 434 
to 85 to “take the profite out of war,” 
ending a 30-year debate on the sub- 
ject. It debated only 6 1-2 hours in 
2 1-2 sessions. 

Then Blum went on the air in an 
appeal to the common people to buy 
new French treasury certificates— 
“baby bonds.” 

He said he refused to appeal for 
funds to capitalists who exported ca 
tal abroad to escape taxes or who 


trayed the elementary duty of solid- 
arity. 

The arms industry nationalization 
bill is to be forwarded to the senate 
today. It was expected to pass the 
upper house early next week. 

Defending the bill before the cham- 
ber. Minister of National Defense Ed- 
ouard Daladier said, “the first reason 
for the measure is moral. We are all 
unanimous in the desire that should 
war come again it should not as in 
the past be the source of big profits 
for some while others are sacrificing 
their lives.” 

“It is necessary to increase means 
for our defense and at the same time 
put an end to scandals,” he said. 

Daladier assured the chamber, how- 
ever, that there will be no reduction 
of French forces without an interna- 
tional agreement that all other powers 
will act accordingly.

‘We Have a Government of 
Privilege and Discrimina- 
tion,’ Glass Says. 


ASHLAND, Va., July 17.—(/H)— 
Senator Carter Glass, 78-year-old 
Virginia senator, said “we have a 
government of privilege and discrim- 
ination” in an extemporaneous speech 


late today at the Patrick Henry bi- 
centennial celebration here. 

It is a governnient, he said, such 
as Henry denounced in the house of 
burgesses when he made a brief 
speech “that it was improper to take 
money of taxpayers of Virginia and 
appropriate it to pay off mortgages 
that had been made by thriftless 
and unwise individuals.” 

“That is just what we are doing 
in this country today,” Glass said, 
“whether it be due to the misman- 
agement of bank managers, insur- 
ance company managérs, or the mis- 
managers of businesses or railroads. 
The government’s nose is in all sorts 
of business today. 

“The President of the United 
States has been bitterly criticized, but 
my comment on his actions would be 
to the effect that he made the mis- 
take of taking all the power that 
congress was willing to give him,” 
the senator continued, “It is the 
congress that should be blamed for 
abjectly surrendering its own con- 
stitutional functions and delegating 
them to the President of the United 
States and to various minor execu- 
tive officials,” 

“I expect to abide by my oath of 
office and an oath is as sacred to 
me as to the President or to’ any- 
body else,” he said at another point. 
“And if any measure is againgt my 
better judgment and conviction I am 
going to vote against it every time. 

“Patrick Henry would go along 
with me. I could envy the power 
of your great countryman in de- 
nouncing~ oppressive and unwise 
measures. If I had his force of 
speech, we might have accomplished 
something in the senate without put- 
ting the supreme court to the trou- 
ble of deciding these matters.”

person on farms and that of the income 
per person not on farms that prevailed 
during the five-year period, August, 
1909-1914.” 

The inferred wide discretionary 
powers given the secretary in that 
clause, officials said, suggested author- 
ity to base soil conservation payments 
om any kind of production program he 
might consider beneficial to the na- 
tional economy. 7 

Such interpretation, they added, 
made it possible for the secretary to 
add corn or wheat or any major crop 
of which the supply was below domes- 
tie requirements, to the list eligible 
for agricultural adjustment awards. 

Similarly, they said, the mere dele- 
tion of a deficit crop from the soil<le- 
pletion list automatically would result 
in increased production.

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., July 
17.—(/)—Former Senator Hiram 
Bingham, of Connecticut, visualized 
the federal government tonight

benevolent in intention but sure to 
drift into despotism and increasing 
interference with individual independ- 
ence.” 

A few moments later Harold L. 
Ickes, secretary of the interior, took 
the same platform before the Institute 
of Public Affairs to “challenge any- 
one, on the basis of the actual facts, 
to prove that there exists in Washing- 
ton today either an actual or a po- 
tential dictatorship.” 

Both spoke on 
Government Versus 
Bingham from the republican 
point and Ickes from that of the dem- 
ocratic administration. 


“We believe,” Bingham said, “that 
the happiness of our people, the fu- 
ture of our country and the open door 
to opportunity for our youth depend 
on maintaining the American system 
of constitutional government, state 
rights and local self-government.” 


Ickes contended on the contrary that 
“life and spirit cannot take on stat- 
ure and expand in those molds which, 
however well they may have served 
in other times, are not sufficient to 
meet the needs of 1936. 


“I do not believe,” Ickes said, “that 
the last word in government and so- 
cial organization was written even by 
those great men who subscribed their 
names to the constitution of the 
Tnited States, even admitting that 
what they wrote always has been cor- 
rectiy interpreted. Why should we 
shutider at reasonable experimentation 
or fear a policy of trying to improve 
our social and political institutions by 
that most dependable of all methods, 
trial and error?” 

Bingham Hits New Deal. 

Bingham, who said the fact that 
Connecticut was the only New Eng- 
land state to vote with Virginia for 
Grover Cleveland every time he rap 
might help “you to listen to the ‘damn- 
Yankee’ who tonight speaks on behalf 
of the republican party,” saw o 
rious threat to individual liberty under 
the New Deal.

BUMPER MELON YEA 
GONGLUDED IN THOMAS 


Drouth Elsewhere Hikes 
Prices for 70 Trainloads, 
Grossing $350,000. 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., July 17.— 
Thomas county, known as the leading 
watermelon producing county in Geor- 
gia and perhaps the entire nation for 


years, produced a large and profitable 
crop this season. Leading shippers 
and watermelon association officials 
estimate 70 trainloads of melons were 
shipped from Thomas county this sum- 
mer, bringing in nearly $350,000 rev- 
enue to the farmers. 

It is estimated 2,082 carloads of 
melons were shipped from the county. 
Figuring 30 carloads to a train, nearly 
70 trains were thus moved from the 
various shipping points within the 
county. 

The crop was shorter than usual 
this season but the quality was good 
and the demand heavy in northern 
markets. Melons sell better in hot 
weather and the heat. wave in the mid- 
west and east reacted favorably for 
south Georgia melon growers. Prices 
were far greater this year than in 
1935, with the crop having been re- 
duced in middle and north Georgia by 
the drouth, with a consequent favor- 
able reaction on prices here. 

At Barwick, the heaviest shipping 
point in the county, three watermelon 
associations were hosts this week to 
more than 1,500 people at a big fish 
fry celebrating the successful comple- 
tion of the shipping season. 

It is estimated that 470 cars were 
shipped from Barwick, bringing a to- 
tal of $80,000 to shippers from that 
point. This figures an average price 
of $170 per car. 

Pavo was apparently the next larg 
est shipping point in the county, 437 
cars having moved from Pavo. Move- 
ments over the railroads out of Thom 
asville were estimated at a total of 
300 cars, while Boston shipments 
were placed at 300 carloads. It is es- 
timated that 200 cars were shipped 
from Metcalfe, 150 from Ochlochnee, 
125 from Coolidge and 50 from Meigs. 

Many truckloads of melons were 
shipped from the various towns in ad- 
dition to the rail movements.

Yet Georgia is essentially an 
agricultural state, with climate, am- 
ple rainfall, abundant acreage, and 
every natural condition to make it 
one of the foremost agricultural 
states of the nation.

Hull Shows How Farmers Benefit | 
In Retuting Attacks on Trade Pacts 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—(UP)— 
A vigorous defense of the administra- 
tion’s reciprocal trade treaties as ac- 
tive aids to and saviors of the Amer- 
ican farmer was issued tonight by Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull in the 
first apparently out-and-out political 
utterance of the State Department in 
the present political campaign. 

Stepping down from his customary 
aloofness gas secretary of state, Hull 
verbally belabored critics of his pro- 
gram for development of American for- 
eign trade through reciprocal agree- 
ments. He called its opponents the 
“agricultural wrecking crew,” which 
he said “does not hesitate to bend and 
twist acts for its own ends.” 

“Misleading use of the statistics of 
agricultural imports for 1935, designed 


to succeed | 


to make the farmer believe that the 
‘trade agreements act has operated to 
his injury is an outstanding example 
‘of this miserpresentation,” Hull said. 
| He charged that the real purpose of 
'this “agricultural wrecking crew” is 
|““to secure or to retain Smoot-Hawley 
embargo benefits for large industrial 
‘interests, as when the Smoot-Hawley 
| measure was enacted in 1930.” 
| The secretary said critics of his pro- 
gram had sought to create the impres- 
‘sion that the trade agreements had led 
to a large increase in imports of com- 
Such was not the case, he affirmed. 
“Such atatements first ignore the 
‘fact that only four trade agreements 
| were in actual operation during any 
part of that year,” he said. “As a 
'result of one of these, the Cuban 
|'agreement, our exports of lard to Cuba 


| practically trebeled in value and the 


‘sales of other American agricultural | 


| products to Cuba also greatly in- 
creased. 

In the other agreements, with Haiti. 
‘Sweden and Belgium, the United 
| States made virtually no agricultural 
|concessions, while on the other hand, 
a very substantial list of concessions 
(was secured for American farm prod- 
|ucts, some of them, such as those on 
'fruit, being particularly helpful.” 

Also, Hull said, the critics of his 
| trade program well knew that “if the 
‘increased agricultural imports in 1935 
‘that were absolutely necessary to feed 
iand keep alive the live stock and poul- 
‘try in the drouth belt should be de- 
ducted, no appreciable increase in com- 
petitive imports would be found to 
exist (excepting sugar which is con- 
‘trolled under the generally accepted 
quota system.) 

“Nor is there the slightest basis for 


the absurd propaganda to the effect 
that the benefits obtained for our ex- 
ports through trade agreements have 
been obtained: by ‘trading off’ agricul- 
ture’s domestic market. 

“The market improvement in the do- 
mestic market is itself proof to the 
contrary. ‘The chief increase in agri- 
cultural imports in 1936 have been in 
non-competitive products such as rub- 
ber, raw silk, carpet wool, etc. 

“Apart from the item of sugar from 
Cuba, which comes in under a general 
quota agreement to supplement our 
continental production, not over 3 per 
cent of agricultural imports, either di- 
rectly or remotely competitive, can be 
attributed to our trade agreement con- 
cessions. Given normal weather, even 
that small percentage would decline. 

“And should the present year, un- 
fortunately, witness a drouth similar to 
1934, and bring additional imports of 
feed stuffs over existing tariffs, these 
imports would once again serve to sus- 


petitive agricultral products last year. | 


tain rather than injure American ag- 
'riculture. The trade agreements have 
‘not reduced in any way, as has been 
implied, the tariffs, in effect prior to 
|1933, or 42 cents a bushel on wheat, 
25 cents on corn, 15 cents on rye, 16 
‘cents on oats, 14 cents a pound on but- 
‘ter and 6 cents a pound on canned 
beef,

WASHINGTON, July 17.—(UP)—

dustrial unions in mass production in- 
dustries. Their efforts, the council 
found, clash with the federation’s tra- 
ditional craft unicn policies. 

The “rebels” have been ordered to 
stand trial before the council on Au- 
gust 3. The firsi reaction of Lewis 
and some of his colleagues was to 
ignore completely the summons to ap- 
pear. The C. I. U unionists are un- 
der considerable pressure, however, to 
proceed cautiously in order to avoid 
alienating public sympathy and central 
labor bodies which have been sympa- 
thetic thus far te their cause. 

A special session of the C. I. O. 
leaders is expected to be called soon 
to plot the groups future course of 
action. Meantime, Lewis asserted to- 


ay: 

“We'll have nothing to say about 
the situation untii Monday and per- 
haps not then.” 

Federation officials likewise remain- 
ed silent. McGrady hopes that this 
surface calm can be maintained long 
enough for him to exhaust all avenues 
to a peaceful settiement of the dis- 
pute which threatens labor's 55-year- 
old “united front.’

Declarer won, and after con- 
ceding the jack of diamonds to East, 
laid down the hand for nine tricks 
without even attempting to club’ fi- 
nesse for the queen. 

After West took the king of hearts, 
elementary reasoning would have de- 
manded a shift of leads. The diamond 
suit menace was pressing; it was vital 
to try a suit that might produce at 
least two tricks, and produce them 
quickly! Dummy’s club holding made 
that shift look unpropitious. The one 
remaining chance was in spades, That 
the declarer had started with a spade 
bid should have cut absolutely no ice; 
if the defenders couldn't get two 
spade tricks they couldn’t get two 
from any where! 

Obviously a spade shift would have 
defeated the contract handily.

HUMAN RIDDLES 


That Have Vexed the World

WHO WAS “JUNIUS?” 
During a period of exactly 23 years 
there shone in the political firma- 
ment of England a mysterious lumi- 


nary whose identity has been a sub- 
ject of controversy for over a century 
and a half. 

In a series of letters commencing 
in the London Public Advertiser on 
Jannary 21, 1769, and ending on Jan- 
uary 21, 1792, this unknown genius’ 
vitriolic pen flayed both King George 
IlI and the ministry of the Duke of 
Grafton with a brutal violence that 
was inspired by the most venomous 
hatred and scorn. The publisher of the 
Public Advertiser, Henry Sampson 


of his clever correspondent, who un- 
questionably was a distinguished man 
of affairs, sharing many of the deepest 
secrets of state, who uttered his bitter 
invectives in a clever classic style su- 
perior to that of any political writer 
in the realm. 

All of these letters were signed 
“Junius,” some of them “Philip 
Junius.” 

In the same scholarly handwriting 
Woodfall at previous times had receiv- 
ed similar communications signed 
“Candor,” ““Nemesis,” ‘“‘Anti-Sejanus ;” 
also “Lucius” and “Brutus.” The pseu- 
donym selected for the final series 
was believed to have been chosen to 
complete the name of the Roman pa- 
troit, Lucius Junius Brutus.

One by one the henchmen of the 
prime minister were selected as targets 
'for this cruel satirist’s vituperation 
and many great lords and distinguish- 


Woodfall, was ignorant of the identity | 


claimed that he knew absolutely who 
the hidden writer was, but would go 
no further than to say that it was not 
Sir Philip Francis, whose son was at 
the time striving to prove his father’s 
authorship. Several persons actually 
confessed themselves to be Junius, but 
all of these were soon discredited. 
Who this man of mystery was will 
probably never be known.
